On December 30, 2008, at approximately 1417 hours, Deputies Gonzalo Galvez and 
ere involved in a use-of-force which resulted in Suspect Quentin 
Washington sustaining a fractured left orbital. 


Deputies Galvez and [J were working Lennox Station unit 31D, PM Shift, and 
were conducting an unrelated pedestrian stop atest 102” Street. Since cars 
were parked on the both sides of the street, the deputies’ patrol car was stopped in 
the street with its amber lights activated. 


Deputy Galvez was outside his vehicle conducting an area search for narcotics while 
Deputy [EE who had three subjects detained in the backseat of the patrol car, 
was conducting warrant checks on the car's Mobile Digital Terminal (MDT). She was 
seated in the front passenger seat of the patrol car and the driver's door was open. 
While dividing her attention between watching Deputy Galvez, the subjects, and the 
MDT, she was startled when Suspect Washington got into the driver's seat of the 
patrol car. She immediately confronted Suspect Washington, who quickly exited the 
patrol car and walked back to his vehicle which was stopped behind the patrol car. 


Deputy iii exited the patrol car and approached the passenger side of Suspect 
Washington’s vehicle while Deputy Galvez approached the driver's side and 
contacted Suspect Washington. Deputy Galvez asked Suspect Washington to exit 
his vehicle and after some conversation, Suspect Washington reluctantly got out of 
the car. 


When Deputy Galvez tried to conduct a pat-down search for weapons, Suspect 
Washington quickly turned and tried to elbow Deputy Galvez in the face. Deputy 
Galvez tried to force Suspect Washington to the ground but Suspect Washington 
managed to complete the turn and began punching Deputy Galvez. The two 
exchanged blows as Deputy [J came around the car to assist. As the deputies

and the Suspect exchanged blows, the fight moved around the cars toward the 
sidewalk. Deputy Galvez ordered Deputy J to retrieve the TASER from their 
car, while he punched and elbowed Suspect Washington about the face and body. 
Deputy retrieved the TASER and removed the cartridges. Deputy Galvez and 
Suspect Washington had now gone to the ground where they continued to struggle. 


Deputy IE usec the TASER in the drive-stun mode and contacted Suspect 
Washington in the back but it had little effect. She repositioned the TASER and 
again activated it, and this allowed Deputy Galvez to begin pulling Suspect 
Washington's arms behind his back. However_as the TASER deactivated, Suspect 
Washington again began fighting. Deputy M activated the TASER once again. 


Deputy Bas sisted the deputies in handcuffing Suspect Washington. Once 
handcuffed, Suspect Washington began kicking his feet out. Deputy [IE fearing 
possible additional injury to Suspect Washington, and deputy personnel, placed a 
hobble restraint device around the suspect’s legs. Once handcuffed and hobbled, 
Suspect Washington ceased his assaultive and resistive behavior. 


The deputies sustained bruises, scratches and contusions as a result of the 
altercation and were treated and released from local hospitals. 


Suspect Washington was taken to Centinela Hospital Medical Center where it was 
determined that he had sustained a fracture left orbital. 


On May 28, 2009, the Executive Force Review Committee convened and conducted 
a review regarding the facts of this case. The applicable policies that were evaluated 
by the committee were: MPP §§ 3-01/025.00, Use of Force; 3-01/025.10, 
Unreasonable Force; and 3-01/050.10, Performance to Standards. 


Concerning: 

MPP § 3-01/025.00, Use of Force, and MPP § 3-01/025.10, Unreasonable Force, the 
Committee determined that the force used by Deputy Gonzalo Galvez #0 was 
reasonable and necessary and in compliance with Department policy. 

MPP § 3-01/025.00, Use of Force, and MPP § 3-01/025.10, Unreasonable Force, the 
Committee determined that the force used by Deputy was 
reasonable and necessary and in compliance with Department policy. 


MPP § 3-01/050.10, Performance to Standards, the Committee determined that the 
tactics employed by all personnel in this incident were within Department Policy.

INCIDENT: 


On Tuesday, December 30, 2008, at approximately 1417 hours, Deputy Gonzalo 
Galvez and Deputy Es ~:~ working unit 31D, out of the Lennox Station. 
They were in a marked patrol vehicle, traveling eastbound on 102” Street, Los 
Angeles 


The deputies stopped and detained three males regarding an narcotics investigation. 
They instructed the three males to sit in the back seat of the patrol vehicle, while the 
deputies conducted their investigation. The deputy’s vehicle was stopped on 102 
Street, facing east, close to the south curb. However, due to several vehicles parked 
on the south curb, the deputies were unable to park their vehicle next to the curb. 


IAB Note: The three males were identified as e/24, B 
HE 18/20, anc B/22. 


Deputy Galvez, believing the males had tossed narcotics, began searching the area 
east of where their patrol vehicle had stopped. Deputy sat in the passenger 
side of the patrol vehicle, and began checking the males for warrants, via the Mobile 
Digital Terminal (MDT). 


As the deputies conducted their investigation, a grey Honda Civic approached the 
deputy’s vehicle from behind, and stopped. The criver, and sole occupant of the 
vehicle, Suspect Washington, exited his vehicle and approached the patrol vehicle’s 
driver's side. Suspect Washington placed his upper body inside the vehicle, but was 
quickly confronted by Deputy who asked him what he was doing.

Suspect Washington quickly exited the patrol vehicle, and closed the drivers side 
door. He then walked back to his vehicle and got into the drivers seat. 


Deputy He xitec the patrol car and approached Suspect Washingion’s vehicle, on 
the passenger side. Deputy Galvez, having seen Suspect Washington enter the patrol 
car, approached Suspect Washington's vehicle on the driver's side. Deputy Galvez 
contacted Suspect Washington and questioned him as to why he had entered their 
patrol vehicle. Deputy Galvez also asked Suspect Washington for his driver's license. 
Suspect Washington became belligerent and uncooperative, and would not provide his 
driver's license. 


Deputy Galvez asked Suspect Washington to exit his vehicle, but Suspect Washington 
would not comply. Deputy Galvez ordered Suspect Washingion to exit his vehicle 
several times. Suspect Washington eventually stepped out of the vehicle, and was told 
by Deputy Galvez to turn away from him. Deputy Galvez took hold of Suspect 
Washington’s left wrist, and again instructed him to face away from him. 


Suspect Washington would not comply with Deputy Galvez’ order, and instead 
punched Deputy Galvez in the face, with his right fist. Deputy Galvez pushed the 
suspect against the vehicle’s doorframe, in an attempt to control him and halt his 
assault. Suspect Washington began punching Deputy Galvez in the upper torso with 
both fists. Suspect Washington also took hold of Deputy Galvez shirt, ripping the shirt 
and removing the badge. Suspect Washington then pushed Deputy Galvez back and 
raised his fists in the air, in an apparent attempt to continue fighting Deputy Galvez. 


Deputy Galvez punched the suspect several times in the face, and began ordering the 
suspect to stop fighting. Suspect Washington would not comply and instead charged 
Deputy Galvez. Deputy Galvez again punched the suspect several times in the face, 
but the suspect continued advancing. Deputy [also struck the suspect in the 
abdomen with her fists and knees, but her force had no affect. Deputy 

broadcasted on her portable radio that they were involved in a fight and needed 
assistance.

Deputy Galvez struck Suspect Washington several more times in the face, utilizing his 
eloows. The elbow sirikes caused Suspect Washington to temporarily halt his assault, 
and the deputies were able to take the suspect down to the ground. The suspect and 
the deputies landed on the driveway of 102” Street. 


While on the ground, Suspect Washington continued to struggle and swing his fists in 


the deputies direction. Suspect Washington also attempted to get back up on his feet, 
utilizing his body weight, Deputy Galvez held the suspect down and prevented him

from getting up. While struggling with the suspect, Deputy Galvez saw and heard 
several people approaching them from Normandie Avenue. Deputy Galvez could hear 
several individuals shouting profanities at them, and angrily telling them to leave the 
suspect alone. 


Deputy Galvez told Deputy Eto run back to their patrol vehicle and retrieve the 
Taser, and she did so. Upon her return, Deputy Galvez instructed her to deploy the 
Taser in order to halt Suspect Washington's assaultive behavior. Deputy 

placed the Taser on Suspect Washington’s lower back and “contact tased” him, The 
Taser had very little affect, as Suspect Washington continued to fight. Deputy 
activated the taser approximately four times, as Suspect Washington continued to 
struggle. 


Deputy Galvez and [ll were able to secure the suspect's hands and forced them 
behind his back. The deputies were then joined by Deputy who had 
responded to the location. Deputy B- ssis ico the deputies in handcuffing Suspect 
Washington. Once handcuffed, Suspect Washington began kicking his feet out. 
Deputy fearing possible additional injury to Suspect Washington, and deputy 
personnel, placed a hobble restraint around the suspect’s legs. Once handcuffed and 
hobbled, Suspect Washington ceased his assaultive and resistive behavior.

Deputies summoned paramedics, and Suspect Washington was treated for his 
injuries. He was subsequently transported to Centinela Hospital where it was 
determined he had sustained a fractured right orbital. Deputy Galvez and Jil were 
transported to Little Company of Mary Hospital where they were treated for their 
injuries. 


Internal Affairs Bureau Lieutenant Don Slawson was notified, and Sergeants Carlos 
Flores and David Gealta responded to Lennox Station to conduct an administrative 
review of the incident. The following review is based on written documentation, 
interviews of witnesses, involved deputies, and medical staff.

Deputy Gonzalo Galvez was interviewed on January 22, 2009 at 1005 hours, by 
Internal Affairs Bureau Sergeants Carlos Flores and Diana Gealta. The interview was 
conducted at the Internal Affairs Bureau. Deputy Galvez was represented by Attorney 
Derald Brenneman. The interview was recorded for review. 


Depuly Galvez’ statement and description of the incident, during his interview, was 
essentially the same he provided on his incident report. After his description of the 
incident, he answered questions relative to tactics and training. 


Deputy Galvez said he and his partner, Deputy IEEE were traveling east on 102 
Street in their marked patrol vehicle. He said they stopped and detained three maies, 
and initiated a narcotics investigation. Deputy Galvez said the three males were 
cooperative, and they were detained in the back seat of their patrol vehicle. He said 
he began searching the area approximately twenty feet east of where their vehicle was 
parked, as Deputy remained inside the patro! car. 


Deputy Galvez said he saw a male, later identified as Suspect Washington, partially 
enter their patrol vehicle on the driver’s side. He said the suspect then quickly exited 
the vehicle, and closed the driver’s door. He said he then saw Deputy| exit the 
passenger side, as Suspect Washington walked back to his vehicle, which was parked 
behind the patrol vehicle. 


Deputy Galvez said he and Deputy carry tactical equipment in the front seat 
area of their patrol vehicle. He said he was concerned Suspect Washington had taken 
something from inside the vehicle, and he (Deputy Galvez) decided to contact him. 
Deputy Galvez said he approached the driver's side of Suspect Washington's vehicle, 
and Deputy {iii approached the passenger side. 
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Deputy Galvez said he asked the suspect for his drive's license, but the suspect 
refused to give it to him. He said he then asked the suspect to exit his vehicle, out the 
suspect would not comply. Deputy Galvez said although the suspect was not 
complying, he did not feel that calling for additional deputies was necessary at that 
time. Deputy Galvez said after several orders, the suspect finally complied and exited 
his car. 


Deputy Gaivez said he took hold of the suspect's left wrist, in order to safely turn him 
around and conduct a pat down search. He said he also told the suspect to face away 
from him. Deputy Galvez said the suspect refused to ium away, and instead punched 
him with his right fist. He said he pushed the suspect back and attempted to control 
him by pinning him against his car. Deputy Galvez said the suspect broke free and 
began punching him on his upper torso with both fists. 


Deputy Galvez said the suspect put his head down and charged at him, swinging his 
fists. He said he began punching the suspect, striking him in the face several times. 
He said Deputy [i called for help on the radio, and came to his aid. He said he 

was aware of her presence, but was not sure what type of force she was utilizing. 


Deputy Galvez said they eventually ended up in the driveway of B i 02” Street, 
where the fight continued. He said he and Deputy Bordered the suspect several 
times to stop fighting, but the suspect refused to halt his assault. Deputy Galvez said 
he and Deputy were able to take Suspect Washington down to the ground, and 
they landed on top of him. He said Suspect Washington was able to turn his body and 
continued swinging his fists. 


Deputy Galvez said while fighting with the suspect, he noticed several people 
approaching them, shouting profanities. Deputy Galvez said he became concerned 
that the crowd would become involved in the situation, and attack him and Deputy 
GE He said he directed Deputy [EE to retrieve the Taser from their vehicle, and 
to use it on Suspect Washington. Deputy Galvez said he was extremely tired, and was 
worried that he would have to escalate the use of force. 


Deputy Galvez said he heard when ihe Taser was activated, but he did not see how 
Deputy I used it. He said he believes she utilized the “contact” method, and 
believes she placed it on the suspect’s back. Deputy Galvez said Deputy ii 
activated the Taser several times, because the suspect continued to fight. He said the 
suspect finally placed his hands behind his back, but he continued to resist the 
deputy’s efforts to handcuff him. 


Deputy Galvez said he and Deputy Ill were assisted by Deputy EN and 
they were able to handcuff the suspect. He said the suspect then began kicking his 
legs, at which point Deputy| placed a hobble restraint around the suspect’s legs. 
Deputy Galvez said nobody else used force during this incident. He said the suspect 
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was not siruck after he was handcuffed and hobbled. 


Deputy Galvez said when the assisting deputies began to arrive, the crowds began to 
disperse. He said he was later advised Suspect Washington sustained a broken 
orbital, but he does not know how or when that occurred. Deputy Galvez 
acknowledged that the force he utilized (punches and elbows to face) could have 
caused the fracture to the suspect's orbital. 


Deputy Galvez said the incident took approximately five minutes. He said he never 
had time to retrieve and utilize his Oleoresin Capsicum Spray. Deputy Galvez said 
based on the suspect’s actions, they had no choice but to use the described force, in 
order to contro! and stop the suspect's assault. 


Deputy Galvez said he sustained several scrapes and cuts to both his knuckles, and 
both knees. He also sustained a cut to the inside of his lip. He said he was treated for 
his injuries at Little Company of Mary Hospital.

Deputy IEEE was interviewed on January 22, 2009 at 1040 hours, by Internal 
Affairs Bureau Sergeants Carlos Flores and Diana Gealta. The interview was 
conducted at the Internal Affairs Bureau. Deputy was represented by Attorney 
Derald Brenneman. The interview was recorded for review. 


Deputy HE statement and description of the incident, during her interview, was 
essentially the same she provided on her supplemental report. After her description of 
the incident, she answered questions relative to tactics and training. 


Deputy HB saic she and Deputy Galvez were in their patrol vehicle traveling east on 
102 Street. She said they detained three males regarding a narcotics investigation. 
She said the males were cooperative, and they detained them in the back seat of their 
patrol car. 


Deputy HB sain she remained inside the vehicle, sitting in the front passenger seat. 
She said she began conducting queries on the Mobile Digital Terminal (MDT). She 
said Deputy Galvez was searching the area approximately twenty feat south east of 
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where they had siopped their patrol vehicle. 


Deputy said she saw the suspect partially enter their patrol vehicle on the 
driver’s side. She said she asked the suspect “what are you doing?” and the suspect 
quickly exited and closed the door. Deputy {said she exited her vehicle and saw 
the suspect enter his vehicle, which was parked behind theirs. She said she 
approached the suspect's vehicle on the passenger side, as Deputy Galvez 
approached on the driver's side. 


Deputy said Deputy Galvez asked the suspect for his drivers license, and to exit 
the vehicle. She said the suspect was uncooperative and would not comply with 
Deputy Galvez’ orders. Deputy EE saic after several requests by Deputy Galvez, 
Suspect Washington exited his vehicle. She said Deputy Galvez told the suspect to 
face away from him, but the suspect refused and directly faced Deputy Galvez. 


Deputy M:i- she began walking towards Deputy Galvez, and she saw Suspect 
Washington swing his fist at Deputy Galvez. She said she immediately initiated 
emergent radio traffic, requesting assistance because they were involved in a fight. 
She said she then tried to restrain the suspect's right arm, as he was still swinging his 
fists at Deputy Galvez 


Deputy said she ordered the suspect to stop fighting, but the suspect would not 
comply. She said she punched the suspect’s abdomen several times, but the suspect 
continued his attack on Deputy Galvez. She said she also struck the suspect's 
abdomen with her knee, but her force had very little effect. 


Deputy I said she and Deputy Galvez were eveniually able to take the suspect 
down to the ground. She said they all landed on the driveway of [102° Street. 
However, the suspect continued to swing his fists, fighting with Deputy Galvez. Deputy 
HE sic Deputy Galvez told her to retrieve the Taser from their patrol vehicle, and 
she complied. She said when she returned with the Taser, she saw the suspect was 
still fighting with Deputy Galvez. 


Deputy B21 she placed the Taser on Suspect Washington’s back and “contact 
tased” him for one five second cycle. She said the suspect continued to fight despite 
having been tased. Deputy aid she cycled the Taser approximately four times, 
because the suspect would not comply with their orders to stop. Deputy {said 
after the fourth cycle of the Taser, Suspect Washington placed his hands behind his 
back. She said she and Deputy Galvez grabbed the suspect’s hands and atlempled to 
handcuff him. However, the suspect continued to resist their efforts, and would not 
allow them to handcuff him. 


Deputy IEE said Deputy Brived and assisted them in handcu‘fing the 
suspect. She said the suspect was subsequently “hobbled” due to kicking his legs. 
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She said she did not see when the Hobble Restraint was placed on the suspect's legs, 
nor does she know who applied the Hobble. 


Deputy I said during their initial contact with Suspect Washington, she did not 
feel the need to call for backup until he became assaultive. She said during the 
incident, a large crowd began to gather, and she feared some in the crowd would get 
involved. She said the crowd was extremely hostile and began shouting profanities at 
them. 


Deputy M: 2- she did not carry the Taser on her person on the day of the 
incident. She said the assigned Taser did not have a holster, so they placed it in the 
glove box. She said she did not utilize her Oleoresin Capsicum Spray because she did 
not want to contaminate her partner. Deputy I said she does not know how the 
suspect sustained a broken orbital. However, she did see Deputy Galvez punch the 
suspect in the face during the altercation. 


Deputy said she sustained several lacerations to her hands. She said she was 
transported and treated at Little Company of Mary Hospital.

The interview was 
conducted at the Interna! Affairs Bureau. Deputy Bivas represented by Attorney 
Derald Brenneman. The interview was recorded for review. 


Deputy Btatement and description of the incident, during his interview, was 
essentially the same he provided on his Supplemental Report. 


oer) he was working Unit 31A with his O ON Julio 
Saldana They responded to the location after they heard on the radio that 
deputies were involved in a fight there. Upon their arrival he exited his vehicle, and he 
saw Deputy Galvez Deputy and the suspect on the ground, in the driveway of 
the residence 02” Street). Deputy said he saw the two deputies 
aitempting to handcuff the suspect. 
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Deputy said he immediately ran over to assist the deputies. He said his partner, 
Deputy Saldana, and other assisting deputies began controlling the crowds that were 
gathering and walking towards the involved deputies. Deputy aid when he 
approached the deputies and the suspect, he saw the suspect struggling and resisting 
their efforts to handcuff him. He said the suspect was lying face down and the 
deputies were on top of him, trying to control his hands. 


Deputy said the suspect was shouting and telling the deputies that he had not 
done anything wrong. Deputy {said he assisted in handcuffing the suspect. He 
said shortly after handcuffing he suspect, the suspect began kicking his feet out. 
Deputy aid he feared that he or other personnel would be kicked and injured, 
and he decided to place the hobble restraint around the suspect's legs. He said the 
suspect became cooperative after he was hobbled. 


Deputy I said he did not witness Deputy Galvez or WB use any other force 
besides the handcuffing. He said he saw that the Taser was in one of the deputy’s 
hands, but he was not sure who was holding on to it. He said he did not see when the 
Taser was used. Deputy said he did not see anybody strike or tase the suspect 
after he was handcuffed and hobbled. He said he saw the suspect bleeding froma 
wound on his head, but was unsure how he had sustained the injury. Deputy 

said he did not sustain any injury during the incident. 


Deputy said he did notice a crowd gather in the area, and could hear some 
people shouting. However, he did not feel the situation was out of control, nor did he 
feel additional deputies were necessary.

SUSPECT’S STATEMENTS: 

Suspect Washington was interviewed on December 30, 2008, at 1818 hours, by 
Lennox Station Sergeant John Meehan A The interview was conducted at the 
Centinela Hospital, located at 555 E. Hardy Street, Inglewood. The interview was 
audio recorded, and a subsequent interview was video recorded. 


Suspect Washington said he was driving on Normandie Avenue, and made a turn onto 
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eastbound 102" Street. He said he saw the deputy's vehicle parked cn the street, and 
it appeared that several males were being held in the back seat. He said the deputy’s 
vehicle's driver's side door was open, which made it difficult io drive past the deputy’s 
vehicle. Suspect Washington said he saw a female deputy kessy] sitting in the front 
passenger seat and a male deputy (Galvez) was “down the street.” 


Suspect Washington said he exited his vehicle and approached the deputy’s vehicle 
on the driver’s side. He said he asked the female deputy if he could close the door, 
but she did not answer him. Suspect Washington said he then closed the deputy’s 
door and walked back to his vehicle. He said the female deputy approached the 
passenger side of his vehicle, and he rolled down the passenger window. 


Suspect Washington said the female deputy asked him “what gives you the right to 
think you can just touch my door?” He said he told the deputy he had asked her, and 
he didn’t think “it was a big deal.” Suspect Washington said the male deputy 
approached the driver's side of his vehicle, and opened the door. He said the deputy 
told him to exit the vehicle. Suspect Washington said he asked the deputy “what was 
going on,” and the deputy told him he would let him know after he exited the car. 


Suspect Washington said he began to exit the vehicle, and the male deputy grabbed 
his left arm and pushed him against the doorway. He said the deputy told him to turn 
around, but at the same time pushed him against the doorway, thus he could not turn 
around. 


Suspect Washington said the deputy was pulling his arm back, and was “almost about 
to break it.” He said he pulled his elbow up in order to “take the pressure off.” Suspect 
Washington said the deputy began punching him in the face and telling him to lay 
down on the ground. He said the deputy then grabbed him by the neck and began 
choking him. He said he pushed the deputy back in order to get his (deputy’s) hand 
away from his neck. 


Suspect Washington said the deputy again grabbed his neck, and continued punching 
him. He said the deputy took him down to the ground and continued punching him in 
the face. Suspect Washington said he heard the deputy tell his partner to “get the 
taser.” He said the deputies tased him as they handcuffed his hands. He said the 
deputies again tased him, and punched him, after the handcuffs were already on. He 
said when the other deputies arrived, the male deputy just held his (Suspect 
Washington) head down on the ground.

He said he saw a male deputy and female deputy approach the suspect's 
vehicle, on the driver's side. He said the deputies asked the suspect get out of the car. 
He said the deputies asked the suspect to exit the vehicle approximately twenty times, 
but the suspect refused. 


Witness [EEE said ho saw the deputies pull the suspect out of the car. He said 
the suspect began “wrestling” with the deputies, and resisted their efforts to put his 
hands behind his back. Witness 3: they all fell to the ground, and the 
deputies attempted to put his hands behind his back. He said the suspect continued to 
resist their efforts. He said itappeared to him that the suspect was trying to get away 
from the deputies. Witness lll sa he could not see if the suspect was trying to 
hit the deputies 


Witness Ha: he could hear the deputies shouting orders to the suspect to 
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put his hands behind his back, but the suspect would not comply. He said he saw the 
female deputy run to her vehicle and retrieve something, but he was not sure what she 
retrieved. He said the female deputy returned, and the suspect was finally handcuffed.

Witness Raia he saw Suspect Washington close the deputy’s car door, 
because it appeared he wanted to drive past the deputy’s vehicle. He said t 

deputies approached Suspect Washington and a struggle ensued. wires M 
said Suspect Washington was resisting the deputy’s efforts to take him into custody. 


Witness EE said he did not see Suspect Washington fighting with the deputies, 
but he was resisting the deputy’s efforts to take him down to the ground. He said he 
heard the deputies tell Suspect Washington to get down on the ground, but the 
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suspect would not comply. Witness Isaic he did not see the depulies 
approach the suspect's vehicle, and ask him to exit. He said the suspect was already 
out of the car when he (Witness turned to took.

later said he was not sure if Suspect Washington was complying with the 
deputy’s orders.

SUSPECT'S INJURIES: 


Suspect Washington was transported to Centinela Hospital, located at 555 E. Hardy 
Street, Inglewood. He was treated by Physician’s Assistant David Kim. 


Suspect Washington’s injuries were examined, and it was determined that he 
sustained a fracture to his right orbital. Suspect Washington also sustained numerous 
scratches and abrasions to his face, hands, and back. He additionally had bruising 
and swelling to his face. He complained of pain to his ribs and back. P.A. Kim 
advised Sergeant Meehan that the suspect's injuries were consistent with the force the 
deputies reported using. 
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Suspect Washington was treated for his injuries and given the “Okay to Book.” He was 
subsequently transported to Lennox Station where He was booked and temporarily 
housed.

Both deputies 
were transported and treated at Little Company of Mary Hospital.

REVIEW OF RADIO TRANSMISSIONS 


The Internal Affairs Investigator reviewed the radio broadcast, during the incident. On 
the recording, Deputy can be heard requesting emergency clearance; “10-33 
give me the patch.” She is then heard identifying herself, and advising that they are 
involved in a fight. Deputy S s0 gives her location. 


Several deputies advise they are responding to the location, “Code 3.” Deputies from 
Aero Bureau also advise they are responding. Approximately two minutes and forty 
seconds after her initial broadcast, Deputy advises units are needed for “crowd 
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control.” Approximately five minutes after her initial broadcast, Deputy is heard 
requesting paramedics (902R), “for the suspect.”
